The founders of this country stopped looking for a savior, 
for a knight in shining armor who would lead them to the promised land. They had 
listened far too long to all the promises of all the leaders who never delivered.

Dr. Charles C. Plummer, as- 
sistant professor of geology at 
CSUS. ts like many of us, afraid of 
heights. He doesn’t like to look out 
from windows at the top of tall 
buildings.

first expedition; in 1967 he wasina 
group which climbed 19,800 foot 
Mt. Loganin the Yukon. In 1969- 
70, he was a member ot a scientific 
expedition which spent three mon- 
ths on the Antarctic Penninsula 
mapping and testing the minerals 
oft the area. This team was awarded 
the Antarctic Service Meda! by the 
U.S. Department of Interior for its 
research 

Plummer, 36, has been climbing 
for more than half of his life. He 
was born and raised in Mexico 
City. During his high school years 
he began climbing and exploring 
the mountains around the city 
Later he was a guide in the Teton 
Range of Wyoming 


Plummer had always enjoyed 
being outdoors. He said that clim- 
bing gives him a sense of personal 
satisfaction. Besides rock climbing, 
he also enjoys hiking and skiing. as 
well as photography. He has taken 
several thousand slides on his 
various expeditions. Many of these 
slides are used in his classroom lec- 
tures, as well as in presentations 
before geological 
organizations 

When asked if his interest in 
geology grew out of his days in the 
mountains, answered 
thought I'd like to be a geologist 
before | knew what it was. | hated

$92,000GrantAwarded 
To CSUS And SantaCruz

A $92,500 grant from the State 
of California and the Ford Foun- 
dation has been awarded jointly to 
CSUS and U.C. Santa Cruz, for 
the development of a Regional 
Housing Management Training 
program through their divisions of 
Continuing and Extension 
Education. 

The objective of the project is to 
train management personnel for 
the operation of more than 400 
federally-sponsored housing 
developments which have been 
constructed in the western United 
States and Hawaii since 1968. 

The program, which has been at 
CSUS for two years, is a 
“competency based curriculum” 
which “stresses a lack of 
paperwork,” says project director. 
Howard Harris. 

Harris said instruction at CSUS 
would be at the professional level 
(teaching the instructors), while 
classes at community colleges will 


emphasize the layman's in- 
troduction to housing 
management. 


The project was extended to 
Cosumnes River College so that 
those unable to attend the univer- 
sity would not be denied instruc- 
tion. At the community colleges 
“there is a greater chance of the 
program being broadened into a 
degree,” Harris stated

I am afraid that mountain climbing 
will become the commercialized 
sport that skiing has.” 

This may very well happen, but 
for Charles Plummer, geologist- 
mountaineer, climbing inountains 
is a lot more that just a fashionable 
fling.

UCLA Cage Boss 
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Who Tries to Lose ? 
Wooden Does. . Sometimes

After seeing UCLA’s 
defeat to fourth-ranked University 
otf Maryland, | could not help 
wonder if maybe Wooden wanted 
that loss after 75, now 76 straight 
wins. But little Tommy Curtis 
foiled his plot with that theft in the 
final seconds 

1 read an article somewhere 
concerning Wooden, who has led 
his Bruins to nine NCAA college 
basketball championships in the 
last 10 years, that he doesn't always 
coach to win. What!! Impossible 
But that is what two L.4. Times 
sportswriters, Dwight Chapin and 
Jeff Prugh. claim. They expressed 
that opinion in their recently 
published biography of Wooden 
titled The Wizard of Westwood. in 
the Warner Paperback Library 

“John Wooden discreetly plots 

or secretly wishes — for some of 


near- 


his team’s rare defeats.” they 
contend 
Even Wooden himself said, 


“Let me say that it is very true that 
there have been occasions I haven't 
done everything that | thought was 
in our best interest to outscore ap 
opponent. It doesn’t mean | didn’t 
want us to win. But sometimes | 
think we needed to be knocked 
down to win later on.” 

Chapin and Prugh cite three 
games that fit into that category: 
Oregon's big win at Eugene in 
1970, USC's slowdown 46-44 vic- 
tory at Pauley Pavilion in 1969, 
and Notre Dame's nationally 
televised triumph at South Bend in 
1971 

“Tactically, there was probably 
nothing Wooden could do to avert 
the defeat at Oregon,” admit the 
authors. “UCLA was simply out- 
shot and out-played by a superior 
team that night. Psychologically, 
perhaps Wooden could have done 
something to arouse his players, 
but he didn’t. He truly believed

and said so betorehand that a 
defeat would be good for his team 
As it turned out, he was proved 
right in the weeks that followed.” 

About the UCS slowdown. 
Wooden said. “It wasn’t my team’s 
fault, it was my fault and I wasn't 


upset about it. I felt it would be 


good for us. If we had the 
conference ttle nding on it. | 
would have handled it quite 
differently.” 

In the Fighting Irish loss, 


Chapin and Prugh, asserted; “The 
journey to Notre Dame also found 
a UCLA team that was right for 
defeat. Austin Carr wheeled past 
the bewildered Bruins to the basket 
again and again as if they were 
nailed to the floor. Could he have 
been stopped cold by a zone 
defense rather than a man-to-man? 
Perhaps. But Wooden wasn’t 
about to call one now, certainly 
not in a game that had nothing to 
do with keeping alive the UCLA 
dynasty 

“There was. however, a foot- 
note to Austin Carr's finest hour.” 
they added. “The very next 
weekend, an uncelebrated Illinois 
team threw up a sone defense that 
stopped Carr and beat ND.” 

Was Maryland's near-upset a 
doing of Wooden's? We'll never 
know. Will Wooden just sit back 
the next game.‘or will he wait for 
second-ranked North Carolina? 
The team he has now seems 
unbeatable, unless Wooden wants 
them to lose 


The Hornets just won their 
seuson’s opener and face a tough 
road trip up in Oregon and 
Washington, and hopefully they 
will come back home with a few 
wins under their belts. Wooden 
tries to lose a few games to make it 
interesting. | hope Hornet mentor 
Jack Heron does not try — he can- 
not afford to
